1 was only moderately Imbedded on 
the surface or a little below It and 
covered with a hissing back streaming 
veil, and as tbe whole mam beneath 
or about me Joined In tbe flight 1 felt 
Do friction, though toss e d here and 
there and lurched from side to side, 
and when the torrent wedged and 
came to rest 1 found myself on the top 
of the crumpled pile, without a single 
bruise or scar.

A curious privilege of an embassador 
Is that he and be alone when dismiss¬ 
ed may turn his back to the sovereign 
to whose court be Is accredited. Tbe 
made of procedure Is as follows: 

When the embassador's audience Is 
over, he waits to be dismissed by tbe

But tt Is felt that mors polite methods 
should obtain when the reigning sov¬ 
ereign Is s woman. To turn his back 
Is to be discourteous, to walk back¬ 
ward Is to resign a privilege. The em¬ 
bassador retires sideways, like s crab. 
Hs keeps ooa eye on tbe sovereign and 
with the other tries to see the door. 
He thus shows politeness to tbe sov¬ 
ereign sod at tbe same time retains 
one of bis privileges. As the ■mhaset 
dor Is usually aa old gentleman, often 
short sighted, be sometimes fails to 
reach tbe door and comes la 
with tbe waiL 

Another privilege of a 
the right of being ushered tnto the 
royal presence through folding doors, 
both of which must be flung wide 
open. No one except an embassador 
can claim this prlrtlega Tbe most 
say ooa ambassadorial person can ex¬ 
pect is that ooe of tbe leaves shall be 
opened to him. Tbe reason for this 
privilege Is not known. There are cer¬ 
tain Irreverent saggeattooe that have 
been made, but we prefer to be si I sot 
with regard to them. 

Another privilege, capable of causing 
great Inconvenience, Is tbe embassa¬ 
dor's right of admission to tbe sov¬ 
ereign at say hour of tbe day or night. 
Thus tbe minister representing some 
Ittie bankrupt stats could go down to 
Windsor and demand an audience at 
4 o'clock In tbe morning. Tbe audience 
would have to be granted, though It 
could be delayed by tbe exercise of In¬ 
genuity.—Chambers' Journal.

The plucky little borough of Vatla- 
burgh la maklDg a game fight against 
annexation to Newark. The Bjrougb 
Council on Monday ntgbt pseeeJ resolu¬ 
tion# agalnet annexation. Tbe reeolu- 
tlone are In effect aa foilowa: 

‘ We believe that the movement for 
annexation la not baaed on good faltb 
nor for the beet interact# of tbe oltl- 
xens of the borough; that the prime 
movers la tbe scheme are looking only 
for their own benefit and profit, and not 
for tbe benefit of the whole borough. 

"We claim that taxes would be In¬ 
creased by annexation without s corres¬ 
ponding amount of Improvements ac¬ 
cruing to the borough. Under our pres¬ 
ent form of government we are positive 
that the tbs tale for this year will be no 
higher thsa It was last year. 

"We believe that neither tbe fire not 
police protection would be Improved by 
such annexation. 

"Under our present system of govern¬ 
ment every dollar of taxes raised In tbe 
borough (except tbe county tax#,) are 
«xpended for the benefit and Improve¬ 
ment of tbs borough. Were we an¬ 
nexed to Newark a large portion of

While the Legislature failed to pees 
some Important measure# It did not 
neglect to look out for the Interests of 
office-holders. A law waa enacted to 
Inorease the salaries of tbe District 
Court Judges of Newark from 33.000 to 
94,000 per year. This la mandatory. 
A law was also enacted to Increase the 
pay of Inspectors of the Excise Board 
from 91.000 to 11,800. This Is optional 
with the Common Council, but the In¬ 
spectors will no doubt get the Inorease. 
Aad yet thers are people living here 
who would annex themselves to Newark 
for the purpose of helping to pay high- 
priced officials.
